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Reasons for Bad Advertising 


To Write Publishers’ Publicity One Must Have a Touch of Fanaticism 
CONINGSBY DAWSON

First Reason 

THE LITERARY END Of most publishing houses 
is over-worked and under-staffed. When | 
was a literary editor I was often expected 
to pass ON aS Many as twenty manuscripts 
a day—this in addition to my other work 
of interviewing authors, conducting corre- 
spondence and preparing copy. Needless to 
say, the manuscripts were selected by the 
kind of instinct that a hunting-dog possesses 
rather than by any process of detailed study. 
| have known publishers to make the state- 
ment that they could become more en- 
thusiastic over a book by reading reports 
about it than by perusing the book itself. So 
the first reason for bad advertising is that 
books are often misrepresented because no 
one has properly read them before they are 
presented to the public. 


Second Reason 


Many publishers believe that the more 
starters they send to the post the better their 
chance of winning the race. Before a book 
has pulled ahead they consider that they are 
throwing away good money by spending pub- 
licity on it. When it’s taken the lead, it 
doesn’t need publicity. From the publisher’s 
Viewpoint, there’s a lot to be said for this 
argument. What it amounts to is that the 
publisher manufactures and announces, after 
which the book is left to make its own way 
and never sells to efficiency. 


Third Reason 


There was once a ‘publisher after the 
author’s own heart, who believed that books 
could be marketed wholesale like tooth- 
paste or pills. He selected five novelists and 
published only their novels. Their sales 
leapt at once from the ten thousand limit 
to a hundred thousand and over. But the 
miracle couldn’t be maintained. Books are 
not tooth-paste. The novelists could not re- 
peat every year with a new product con- 
taining the same elements of popularity. The 
publisher had to assert every year that they 
had surpassed their own best efforts. The 
result was that his advertising became an 
over-statement. Over-statement is bad adver- 
tising. In the long run it does more harm 


than good. 
Good Advertising 


Good advertising consists in starting a 
talking campaign. The talking-point that 
will interest one class of public will leave 
another cold. To take Thomas Hardy’s 
“Jude the Obscure,” it would be fatal to ad- 
vertise it as the story of a disastrous love 
affair, the tragedy of a boy who committed 
suicide or, more sedately, as a profound study 
in child psychology. To take a contem- 
porary example; it would be futile to adver- 
tise “National Velvet” as the faery-story of 
a girl who won a horse at a raffle and came 
out first at the Grand National. The de- 
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scription of a book must be enticing and 
plausible; it must tell only enough to whet 
the appetite and, most important, it must 
be true. All of which means that a book 
must have been lived with before it is pub- 
lished. All the talking-points must have been 
extracted. If one talking-point fails to focus 
attention, another must be substituted. The 
true function of a man preparing advertising 
on a book is that of an evangelist winning 
souls. To do that he must be convinced him- 
self of the literary salvation he is offering. 

But how many books are worthy of such 
zeal? Publishers, and especially publishers’ 
employees, having backed the wrong horse 
time and again, are apt to become cynics. 
They tend to under-state the value of their 
wares and their lack of confidence communi- 
cates itself to the public. One reads their 
cold advertisements, flung together with no 
sort of conviction, and gains the impression 
that none of the titles are important. Be- 
cause of this many a book dies at birth, for 
lack of proper attention. Others survive by 
their sheer vitality, as did “The Way of All 
Flesh” (after having been remaindered), to 
become the inspiration of later authors and a 
classic. One could add to this list indef- 
nitely. The Omar Khayyam belongs to it. 
A more recent example is Henry Handel 
Richardson who wrote her best book, 
“Maurice Guest,’ at the beginning of the 
century and didn’t become famous till she 
had published “Ultima Thule” twenty years 
later. 

But the position of a publisher is extremely 
dificult. He markets brains, and the style 
in brains is as fickle as women’s fashions. 
From the beginning of time publishers have 
asserted that there’s no money in publishing. 
They tend to regard themselves as _philan- 
thropists and, in a sense, they are. Cer- 
tainly no Dick Whittington out to make his 
fortune would become a publisher. For the 
same investment of anxiety and industry he 
could gain far more adequate returns in al- 
most any other trade. Publishers have so 
little that they can standardize. The life of 
most best sellers doesn’t exceed six months. 
If a book were like a safety razor or a brand 
of whisky, they could afford to put money 
into it. Whiskies and safety razors can at- 
tain a vogue that will carry forward for 
years. But all that a publisher can put his 
money into is an author, who may migrate 
to another publisher and usually does. The 
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publisher has my sympathy. Nevertheless. 
here’s the result—no book has ever been sold 
to its efficiency. Not to sell to efficiency is 
bad business. From the publisher’s view- 
point it’s good business; selling to efficiency 
costs too much. 

And now let me tell the inside story of one 
author who was sold to efficiency and how 
the miracle was attained. For it was a 
miracle—and yet a miracle so simple (no 
sleight of hand, no deception) that one won 
ders its technique has not been universally 
adopted by publishers. 

George H. Doran has recently published 
his “Confessions of Barabbas.” When he 
set up as a publisher, he invited me to join 
him. My earliest memory is of a room filled 
with packing-cases which contained imported 
sheets from England. Most of the sheets 
were sermons. One cannot become very en- 
thusiastic over sermons. But George H. 
Doran had discovered that the U.S.A. are 
full of crippled ministers. He circularized 
them and provided them with crutches to 
hobble over the next Sunday. 

Into our office came a novel, entitled “The 
Old Wives’ Tale.” I read it and became 
wild about it. George H. Doran’s wife had 
read it first and had become equally wild 
about it. Who was this Arnold Bennett? 
The book had been out some six months in 
England and, except for a belated eulogy 
from Robertson Nicoll, hadn’t caused a 
ripple. I happened to visit two forefront 
publishers with “The Old Wives’ Tale” un- 
der my arm. Both urged me not to recom 
mend it to George H. Doran. They gave 
me the low-down on Bennett; he was too 
class-conscious and English to find an audi- 
ence in America. 

Doran cabled for a thousand sheets; a timid 
enough order. They were gobbled up in 
Boston. He cabled for two thousand more. 
Eventually the English publisher, thinking 
that this was a fuss about nothing, shipped 
him the plates, which was as good as de- 
claring that the book was dead in England. 
But in America the book continued to sell 
till at the end of three years it had passed 
the 100,000 mark, with the result that the 
book, which the London publishers had con- 
sidered dead, established Arnold Bennett's 
English and world reputation. If George H. 
Doran, a new publisher, desperately in need 
of a sensation, hadn’t stumbled across “The 
Old Wives’ Tale” and rescued it from obliv- 
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‘on, Arnold Bennett might have remained ob- 
cure all his days; for while he wrote good 
novels afterwards, he never again achieved 
the excellence of sincerity which won him a 
aring in the novel that brought him fame. 
But this is only the outside story of the 
miracle. The inside story is illuminating. 
Here was a book of outstanding merit, which 
‘ts native country had consigned to the grave. 
Its resurrection in this country was by no 
means speedy. Its initial sale on publication 
was only 350 copies. But the few people 
who believed in it had the earnestness of 
apostles. The firm of George H. Doran 
was too young to spend much money on 
buying space. Another method of advertis- 
ing had to be devised. The method was 
free publicity. We wrote articles about Arnold 
Bennett and gave them away to the news- 
papers. We treated him as a_ personality. 
We prophesied about his greatness. When 
our prophesies had been printed, we quoted 
them and made them the excuse for still 
stronger and more authoritative statements. 
In an extraordinarily short time we had 
shamed the critics into praising him. The 
shout of adulation swelled. Soon we were 
digging up much of his back-work and 
issuing it to the public at the rate of a book 
a month. Everything that he had ever done 
was now considered splendid. We were creat- 
ing him into a legend. The peak was reached 
when Arnold Bennett visited these United 
States and sold every line that he could write 
in the next five years at top prices. 

How the publicity game works is illus- 
trated by an incident that occurred a week 
before he landed. Arnold Bennett had sent 
his latest novel ahead of him to Mr. Doran 
tor serialization. Among the magazines 
there were no takers. “Hilda Lessways” 
was handed to me. I obtained a bid for it 
irom Mr. Paine of the Semi-Monthly. The 
sum was so small—a thousand dollars— 
that I said I must consult Mr. Doran. To 
my surprise Mr. Doran accepted. Equally to 
my surprise when I telephoned Mr. Paine, 
he informed me that he had reconsidered 
and no longer wanted it. 

Then Mr. Bennett landed and we began 
to thump our biggest drums. Within a 
month the magazine editors, who could 
have had “Hilda Lessways” for a thousand 
dollars, were buying on the sketchiest out- 
lines serials from him at $25,000 and short 
‘tories at $1400, to be delivered far in the 


he 
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future. His sheer writing ability hadn’t im- 
proved since “The Old Wives’ Tale” had 
failed in England; but his publicity had. Be- 
cause of good publicity, and largely tree 
publicity, hammered out in his publisher’s 
office, the editors who had rejected him now 
beat up his prices and became hysterical to 
obtain him. Which only proves what can 
happen when the right author meets the 
right publisher; that is to say, an author 
and a publisher who need each other 
equally. 

I have recounted at some length this 
miracle in which I was lucky enough to have 
had a share, because it teaches a lesson. | 
could continue to recount other instances. In 
those brilliant years when George Doran 
was the most talked about publisher in New 
York, most of his successes were exploited in 
precisely the same fashion. “Marie Claire” 
and Hugh Walpole’s “Fortitude” were 
among the more conspicuous. Mr. Doran 
was supposed to have the magic touch; but 
the magic touch was enthusiasm expressed 
very largely in terms of free publicity. 

Publishers will often say that they don’t 
believe in advertising. What they mean 
is that with their slim margin of profits they 
can’t afford to believe in advertising. Be- 
cause of this lack of belief, very much of the 
advertising we see isn’t advertising in the 
proper sense; it is mere announcing. It 
doesn’t stir the imagination. It doesn’t make 
you feel that the man who wrote the adver- 
tisement passionately desires to share a secret 
with you. It’s the kind of pallid stuff that 
caused the English publisher of “The Old 
Wives’ Tale” to stub his toe so disastrously 
that he was willing to put the book out of 
print in England by selling the plates to 
America. 

By the same token very many publishers 
will tell you that they don’t believe in free 
publicity. They said the same thing years 
ago when free publicity was working the 
Arnold Bennett miracle. And there’s little 
wonder that in many cases they don't 
believe in it. It brings them no results. 
It is of such poor quality that the editors, 
instead of printing it, toss it into the waste- 
paper basket. 

Free publicity is an art. It calls for more 
than scissors and paste—a lyric quality. To 
be done well it requires a touch of creative 
genius—as was seen in the case of Joseph 
Conrad and the masterly way in which he 
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was hoisted to his pedestal. But that is 
not my story. 

Free publicity to be worked astutely must 
be based on reciprocity. Here’s an editor 
of a literary journal who knows precisely 
your game; you're trying to obtain space in 
his columns without paying for it. Your 
only possible chance of overcoming his 
prejudice is to give him something for noth- 
ing which, under ordinary circumstances, he 
would be willing to pay for. If his journal 
is sufficiently important, you must give him 
that something exclusively before you scat- 
ter it broadcast. The financial resources of 
most literary journals are absurdly out of 
proportion to their great influence. This 
being the case, gift articles which are in- 
formed and not obviously a publisher’s puff 
are usually acceptable. Unfortunately, most 
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publishers’ free publicity fails because jt js 
so exceedingly obvious. It js prepared bi 
routine people who would be doing some- 
thing more lucrative if they had any inborn 
flair for publicity. Of course, there are ex. 
ceptions. I remember Alfred Harcourt. 
when he was with Henry Holt; and Sip. 
clair Lewis, when he was promoting books 
for publishers. They worked in a fine rap- 
ture and found the game exciting. 

And there is no more exciting game than 
spotting talent and helping it to find its 
niche. But to write a publisher’s publicity 
you must possess a touch of fanaticism—a 
holy urge to convert the heathen. The 
Arnold Bennett miracle—so lacking in mys. 
tery—is perpetually awaiting the re per: 
forming.

TueEopore E, ScHutte started in the book 
business over forty years ago as a very young 
boy, his first position being with the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society at Lexington 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street. But it 
was not many years before his industry made 
him manager. When in 1899 this Philadel- 
phia book house decided to discontinue its 
New York branch, Mr. Schulte bought their 
store at 23rd Street; for by that time he had 
acquired not only some capital, but some 
ideas of his own which he was very anxious 
to try out. 

These he immediately put into effect by 
converting the store into a second-hand book- 
shop. Being on such an unprecedentedly 
large scale, however, other men in the trade 
looked at his experiment askance. It was so 
successful that after fifteen prosperous years 
at 23rd Street, he found it necessary to ex- 
pand even further. 

Once again, he made a radical departure 
from the usual trends of the book world of 
that time. For in 1914 most business men 
thought they must follow business by moving 
uptown; but Mr. Schulte had another idea 


which he thought would work, so he moved 
downtown instead—to the site of his present 
bookshop at 80 Fourth Avenue near roth 
Street. Since he intended to specialize in 
second-hand theological books, he deemed it 
a wise idea to locate in the same neighbor- 
hood with kindred organizations like the 
Bible House on Fourth Avenue at gth Street 
and Grace Church around the corner on 
roth Street and Broadway. 

Once more he proved that his judgment 
was sound, for the store has been steadily 
prospering at this same site now for the last 
twenty years. Then his third original idea 
was to create a second-hand dealers’ street. 
Toward this end he christened Fourth Ave- 
nue “Bookseller’s Row” in all his advertising, 
not at all daunted by the fact that at that time 
his was almost the only bookstore on the 
street. But for the third time his vision 
and optimism bore fruit for today there are 
over thirty bookshops in Bookseller’s Row 
from 8th Street to 14th, and Schulte’s 1s the 
largest of them all—in fact, the largest sec 
ond-hand bookstore in New York City, the 


entire stock comprising a million volumes, 4

number surpassed by only a few of the 
world’s great public libraries. 

Many of its transactions have made book 
history. Schulte’s purchased the entire Mai- 
monides Library of 50,000 volumes; also the 
16,000-volume library which had been as- 
sembled for the soldiers and sailors during 
the war; and last year, the library of Pro- 
lessor George Foote Moore of Harvard. 

The President of the Corporation is Theo- 
dore E. Schulte himself, while Philip Pesky 
is Secretary and also Store Manager. Mr. 
Pesky had experience in bookselling previous 
to his twenty years with Schulte’s. Evidently 
the love of the book business runs in the 
tamily, for his son has forsaken college to 
tollow in his father’s footsteps at Schulte’s. 

The staff consists of twelve altogether. 
Mrs. Tamara Gilligan makes up the catalogs 
of the theological books under Mr. Schulte’s 
supervision, while Mr. Pesky supervises the 
General Catalog which is compiled by Rob- 
ert Moses. 

Of course the very first thing that strikes 
the eye as a person approaches Schulte’s is 
the sidewalk stands. These, however, do not 


have to encroach on the sidewalk because 
they are set in a recess made possible by the 
complete removal of all display windows. 
The entire wall behind the outside stalls has 
shelves built up to a height of seven feet. 

On passing through the door in the center 
of this recess, one enters a vast room go feet 
long by 50 feet wide which looks something 
like a theater, as there are two galleries (one 
raised slightly above the other) around the 
back of the store and extending along both 
sides for about 30 feet toward the front of 
the shop. 

The main floor is filled with large tables, 
the very first one to attract the eye of the 
customer as he enters being the table with 
the large $1.00 sign on it. This has become 
deservedly famous (of which more later). 
The surrounding tables are filled with their 
most recent acquisitions, usually some large 
library just purchased. And this display 
stock must be, and is, kept constantly 
changed. On either side of the door are 
several bookcases containing first editions 
protected by glass and key. The wall shelves 
on the right of the entrance are filled with 
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sets, while those lining the left wall contain 
fiction and belles-lettres arranged by author. 

At the rear of the store is Mr. Schulte’s 
office and above it on the balcony are more 
ofices. But all the rest of the space on the 
main floor underneath the projecting bal- 
conies is taken up with a unique and attrac- 
tive arrangement of shelves which they call 
the alcove system. That is, there are some 
ten or fifteen alcoves, seven ieet deep by 
five feet wide, whose three walls are con- 
structed of shelves—the front being left open 
to the rest of the store. There is plenty of 
room to turn around and a good strong 
light in each one. This is a very clever solu- 
tion of that ever-present problem of creating 
more shelf room. In these alcoves is kept 
the standard stock of the establishment. Mr. 
Schulte says he believes his is the only book- 
store which has followed the American Li- 
brary Association arrangement of classifying 
books into ten divisions according to the 
Dewey Decimal System. And there are of 
course signs such as “Reference,” “Psy- 
chology,” etc., above each section. Librarians 
are so much at home here that they can 
locate their own books, and Mr. Schulte says 
he has found it a highly satisfactory arrange- 
ment. 

Beside the stairs leading to the basement, 
there is the music section, for Schulte’s spe- 
cializes in second-hand sheet music as we'l 
as books on music. Displayed at present is 
part of the collection of Clement R. Gale, 
organist for thirty years of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

At the rear of the store a flight of stairs on 
either side leads up to the galleries, the sec- 
ond gallery being raised by three steps above 
and behind the first. Here are low shelves 
three feet high, the top one being open. On 
this first gallery, on both sides of the shop, 
are shelves of first editions; while on the gal- 
lery just behind it in shelves reaching to the 
ceiling are theological books—thousands of 
them—arranged according to subject. On 


the right upper gallery are books of the vari- 
ous denominations, Catholic, Lutheran, Bap- 
tist, and even all the unusual sects like 
Moravian, Waldensian, etc., while on the 


left, whole sections (each bearing a large 


label) are devoted to special subjects, such as 
Lives of Christ, Bible Characters, Homiletics, 
Aprocrypha, Pseudepigrapha, and dozens of 


others. 
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Then down in the basement, which has 
long rows of shelves stretching in every di- 
rection that give it the appearance of vast 
dim catacombs, are housed more theological 
books, by the thousand, mostly commentaries 
on the Bible. But here they are arranged 
according to the American Library Associa- 
tion classification of theological books. 

Altogether there are 100,000 theological 
books in the whole shop. In one corner of 
the basement is the shipping room and in 
the other the sections of Americana, for 
which they issue separate catalogs. The 
store occupies in all 12,000 square feet of 
space. 

Up on the fifth floor of the same building 
Mr. Schulte has a full-fledged printing press, 
with three linotype machines, several large 
presses and a number of smaller ones. A\- 
though this press was originally started just 
to print their own catalogs, circulars, and 
pamphlets, they now do job printing for 
other book houses, publishers, clubs, and the 
like. 

But how and where do they acquire such 
a vast and excellent stock of second-hand 
books? Well, the fame of the house of 
Schulte has spread all over the United States 
to such an extent that they receive dail) 
from estate libraries, private libraries, insti- 
tutions, and individuals lists of books of 
which they wish to dispose. Schulte’s fre- 
quently purchase entire libraries that run 
into thousands of dollars, though many of 
their purchases are from individuals with 
just a few books to sell. 

And their sales are as diverse as their pur- 
chases. They sell many rare editions to li- 
braries and institutions, but the major portion 


of their business consists of sales to individuals. 

They also do an extensive business in auto- 
graphs. Their mail order trade is a flourish- 
ing one, very many letters being received daily 
from all corners of the globe, from Africa to 
Alaska. 

All orders which can’t be filled at once are 
filed away. For one of the most important 
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features of the entire business is the “Want 


Record” arranged by author, with the 
name and address of the customer attached. 


Sometimes a customer is delighted because 


after a period of ten years he 1s notified 


about a book he has long desired but de- 


. . : ° 66UNT. 
spaired of ever finding. This entire “Want 


Record” is handled by clerks, who scan 
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every new book that comes into the store with 
eagle eye. ater 

Although the shop has many specialties, 
its chief specialty is theological books, both 
old and modern, with many in foreign lan- 
suages. And so great is Mr. Schulte’s belief 
in the wisdom of letting customers browse 
that often clergymen can be seen not only 
taking notes but writing whole sermons there, 
using the books all about them as references. 
Mr. Schulte says it pays in the long run. 

It issues a great variety of catalogs, aver- 
aging about two a month, finding it more 
profitable not to concentrate on any one 
class of buyer but to cater to all, from the 
collector of rare editions to the 5-cent bargain 
hunter—a recent valuable item being some 
Twain and Howell manuscripts listed at 


$8,000. 
Mr. Pesky has devised an excellent method 
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"of always keeping his stock circulating. He 


puts every duplicate he has on his famous 
$1 table, regardless of its original price. Thus 
the lucky customer may pick up a $5 volume 
here for $1, while its twin is stil] reposing 
on a nearby shelf marked at $5. Any book 
on this table, however, which does not sell 
in a week or two is sent outside; and if un- 
sold, starts down the line and if not dis- 
posed of at 5 cents is doomed to an ignomini- 
ous death and sold as waste paper. 

Thus a steady flow of fresh books is ob- 
tained to feed the outside stands where the 
happy bargain hunters tread cheerfully on 
each other’s toes daily—especially at the noon 
hour. For Schulte’s has found that these 
outside stalls are excellent drawing cards, 
they catch the eye of the passer-by, bring 
him inside, and usually convert him into a 
regular customer ever afterward.

Publishers at Work on Contracts 


Under Feld-Crawford Act 


A NUMBER OF BOOKSELLERS have asked us 
what was being done by the publishers in 
regard to contracts under the Feld-Crawford 
Fair Practice Act in New York State. The 
answer is that so far no contracts have 
been signed. This, however, does not mean 
that publishers do not look favorably on 
such contracts. The majority of the pub- 
lishers with whom the Publishers’ Weekly's 
editors have spoken have expressed them- 
selves as being fully in sympathy with the 
purposes of the Act, and most of them have 
indicated that suitable contracts would be 
offered booksellers as soon as they could be 
worked out. 

Many difficulties have presented them- 
selves, however, which have made it neces- 
sary to work slowly. Publishers have sub- 
mitted sample contracts to their counsel, and 
certain legal questions have presented them- 
selves that have necessitated solution before 
the contracts could be submitted. The pub- 
lishers want to be absolutely sure of their 
ground before going ahead, as an adverse 
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decision in the courts would undo all the 
potential good work of the Act itself. 

Booksellers in New York need not despair, 
The publishers are working sincerely on the 
problem, and it is likely that the first con 
tracts will be submitted to booksellers from 
at least one or two houses very soon. 


How Many Readers per Book? 


WHEN A BOOK IS RENTED, some two dozen 
people are given the opportunity to read jt 
for paying the same amount to author and 
publisher as that derived from the sale o| 
one copy. With the decrease in royalties to 
authors and the lessening of the publishers’ 
incomes as this system grows, the problem 
becomes more acute. 

It has often been suggested that the books 
which are to be rented should be sold on 
an entirely different basis (like the publi 
performance of music) though, so far, a prac 
tical method of doing this has not been 
worked out. In England, where the rental 
library plays an even larger part in popular 
reading than it does here, the situation has 
become more complicated by the tendency ot 
public libraries to make heavy purchases of 
current books from used rental library 
volumes. So it comes about that an author 
who may be getting a shilling from his book 
which has two dozen readings in a rental 
library, or a halfpenny per reader, is con- 
fronted with the further discouragement ot 
knowing that his book will in rebound pub- 
lic library form go to twenty or thirty ad- 
ditional readers, without further return. 

In the anxiety of making certain that 
everyone has opportunity to read all the 
books he desires the fact is often overlooked 
that the author, after all, must necessarily 
have some assurance of financial return in 
order to undertake his book and that the 
publisher must find at least a few thousand 
sales in order to undertake the enterprise. 

The English trade paper, the Bookseller, 
has proposed that the rental libraries should 
be organized to increase their subscription 
prices to amounts which adequately cover 
the cost of the book and the cost of delivery. 
Further, that after these books have been 
circulated to the usual extent they be pulped, 
and that the rental libraries should receive 
a short discount of their first purchase, but 


_should be credited with a further amount 0" 


the return of these books for pulping. 
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News of the Week 


Booktrade Lectures Announced 
by N. Y. Public Library 


Tue cuRRENT Bulletin of the New York 
Public Library announces the beginning of a 
series of annual lectures on the publication 
and distribution of books to be given at the 
Library, the series to be known as “The 
Sowker Lectures” in memory of R. R. 
Bowker, who for so many years as publisher 
and editor of the Publishers’ Weekly and 
Library Journal contributed to the progress 
of the American book industry both from 
the bibliographical and trade points of view. 
Frederick A. Stokes, dean of the New York 
publishing world, is to be the 1935 lecturer, 
and this lecture will be given on Friday, 
November 15th. The series has been tenta- 
tively outlined for three years, but it is hoped 
that the success of the plan may justify its 
continuance. 

The New York Public Library, situated as 
itis in the publishing center of the continent, 
has always taken a particular interest in the 
history and practice of publishing and the 
records of this industry, and has a notable 
collection of books on this subject besides 
recent gatherings of publishing papers such 
as those of the Century Magazine acquired 
when the Century dissolved, and other ma- 
terial of that type. Dr. Harry M. Lyden- 
berg, director of the Library, has been par- 
ticularly interested in having the Library play 
its full part as a library of a publishing 
center, 


Mayor to Survey Printing Industry 


Mayor La Guarpia has named a committee 
lo survey the printing industry in New York 
City and to make recommendations for its 
improvement. Vincent J. Ferris, president 
of the Allied Printing Trades Council of 
Greater New York, is the chairman of the 
committee, which includes M. F. Hurley, 
president, Burr Printing House, Inc.; E. J. 
Mordaunt, vice president, C. J. O’Brien, Inc.; 
James P. Redmond, organizer New York 
l'ypographical Union 6; John A. Wilkens, 
vice president, Charles Francis Press, Inc.; 
William S. Wilson, president, New York 
Printing Pressmen’s Union 51; Stephen J. 
Kelley, Supervisor of City Records, and Don 


H. Taylor, secretary, Printers’ League Section 
New York Employing Printers’ Association. 

Mayor La Guardia has already made a 
private study of the printing industry which 
is the second largest manufacturing indus- 
try in the city in the number of wage earn 
ers it employs and in the value of its product. 


Industrial Congress Planned 


A Group oF 140 small industries is expected 
to revive the Congress of Industries which 
had engaged in trade practice conference be 
tore the establishment of the NRA. These 
industries are convinced that gains made 
under the NRA can be preserved only 
through action in conjunction with the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. The Congress is 
expected to back the enactment of the Nye- 
King bill, introduced in the Senate last 
month, which provides a statutory basis for 
the trade practice conference and authorizes 
the Federal Trade Commission to conduct 
such conferences on its own motion or on 
application of a trade or industry. 


Tobacco Dealers Plan New Code 


THE FIRST PROPOSAL for a voluntary code to 
be submitted to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion since the death of NRA has been made 
by the wholesale tobacco distributors, accord- 
ing to the U. S. News. The tobacco dis- 
tributors propose to write their old NRA 
Code into a voluntary agreement and have 
submitted their plan to the Trade Practice 
Conference Division of the Federal Trade 
Commission. This division will investigate 
the plan, and, if approved, it can be placed 
in effect and enforced on contracting mem 
bers by the use of cease and desist orders. 
The plan contains two sets of rules. Under 
the first set of rules the members of the in 
dustry would promise to ban “loss leaders,” 
and would agree not to grant special dis 
counts, not to discriminate, not to pay re 
bates, not to publish false or misleading price 
lists, and not to do a number of other things. 
Cease and desist orders of the FTC would 
enforce these rules. The second set of rules 
is purely voluntary and not enforceable by 
the Commission. These include elimination 
of child labor, wage and hour agreements. 





NRA to Study 12 Codes 


Tue Grapurc Arts iNpusTry is included 
in the 12 industries about which historical 
studies of code administration will be made 
by the NRA Review Division, according to 
an announcement made last week. Jack B. 
Tate will be in charge of the study of this 
industry. At the same time it was an- 
nounced that five industry sections had been 
created in the Division of Business Co- 
operation under the direction of Prentiss L. 
Coonley. Section 5 includes Public Utili- 
ties, Graphic Arts, Amusements, Public 
Agencies and Service Trades. The director 
is Leighton H. Peebles, and his assistant 1s 
William P. Farnsworth. 


A New Kind of Skin Game 


BooKSELLERS IN THE MIDDLE WEsT would do 
well to be on the lookout for a young man 
who makes a practice of ordering a Bible and 
Prayer Book in polished calf binding for use 
in India, and who is willing to pay up to 
$50 for it. At the branch of Burrows 
Brothers in the A. Polsky Co. in Akron, 
Ohio, this young man placed such an order, 
saying he would send a deposit when the 
store wrote him and told him how much it 
would be. In the meantime he handed the 
clerk a $7 Bible which he said his sister had 
bought at the store the previous week, asking 
for a refund, as it was not the right binding. 
He was given the refund, and it later de- 
veloped that he had lifted the Bible from the 
shop’s stock. He worked the same kind of 
dodge in the store’s drapery department. Of 
course, he never returned for the special 
Bible order. 

The Oxford University Press reports that 
during the past 6 weeks it has received over 
25 requests from booksellers in various parts 
of the country asking for the price of a Bible 
and Prayer Book and Hymnal, in special 
bindings to be used by a missionary in India, 
so it is apparent that the young man, who is 
described as short, with brown hair, and very 
talkative, has been exceedingly active. Ox- 
ford states that stores who are visited by 
someone asking for such specially bound vol- 
umes can quote a retail price of $50, but the 
experience of others should be a warning to 
be on guard against the person asking for 
this quotation. | 
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Oldden Heads Credit Group 


At THE ANNUAL MeeTING of the Board of 
Directors of the National Association of Col- 
lection Agencies, Inc. held for the election 
of officers on July 17th, Stanley K. Oldden 
was elected president for the ensuing year. 
This Association is composed of the members 
of the Commercial Law League of America 
who are engaged in forwarding commercial 
collections throughout the country. The 
League is holding its annual convention 
next week in Washington, D. C., and Mr. 
Oldden has just left to attend both the con- 
vention and the committee meetings. 


Department Stores Lose on Books 


THREE OUT OF THE FIVE VOLUME groups into 
which department stores are classified showed 
a loss of more than 5°%% on books and maya 
zines in 1934, according to the July Dry 
Goods Economist. The groups, including 
stores with a volume of $1,000,000 to $2,000,- 
000, those with a volume of $2,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 and those with a volume in ex 
cess of $10,000,000, all showed more than 
5°% loss on books. The figures recorded by 
the Dry Goods Economist show that the 
smaller department stores showed the great 
est improvement in 1934 Over 1933. 


New Student Library Prize 


Tue Book Nook in Roanoke, Virginia, 1s 
offering a student library prize at Hollins 
College, Roanoke, the award to be $50 in 


books given next spring. The rules are 
practically the same as those used in other 
colleges. Judges will be Edward L. Stone, 
Roanoke printer and book collector, Pear!

Southern Writers Will Meet 


THERE Is TO BE a Southern Writers’ Con- 
ference at Blue Ridge, N. C., from August 
5th to 17th. Among the authors who will at- 
tend are Paul Green, Sherwood Anderson, 
Olive Tilford Dargan, J. E. Spingarn, 
Archibald Henderson.

Bookshop Notes 


Wr RECENTLY SPENT A FEW pays in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota and found the booksellers in 
that region pretty optimistic about business, 
even though the summer slump, greater 
there, apparently, than on the Atlantic coast, 
was then just beginning. Most of them told 
us that business was considerably better than 
a year ago and that they looked forward to 
an even better fall. This is in a great measure 
due to optimism over the crop situation, for 
there has been no drought this year. Many 
booksellers told us that in their opinion un- 
certainty as to the progress of affairs in Wash- 
ington was the greatest factor in retarding 
book sales. 
w 

One of the things that impressed us the 
most was the importance attached to dollar 
books and reprints. In nearly every store we 
visited more and better display space was 
given to these books than to the new trade 
titles, and we were told by many booksellers, 
both in department stores and general book- 
stores, that if it were not for the dollar books 
and reprints they probably would not have 
been able to weather the past few years. This, 
of course, does not mean that there is no sale 
lor regular editions. The stores we visited 
were doing very well with the leaders among 
the spring fiction and non-fiction titles, but 
these books are being bought with great dis- 


crimination, and only those books with an 
assured sale are generally ordered. 
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‘> ‘> 


We also found that reference books and 
dictionaries, especially in the cheaper editions, 
were selling steadily everywhere we went. 
This type of book, in fact, has become the 
backbone of the staple stock in most stores.

At the Powers Mercantile Company in 
Minneapolis, where J. Harold Kittleson is 
ably carrying on the work of Leonard H. 
Wells, who died two years ago, we learned 
that business was very encouraging. While 
this store does a splendid general book busi- 
ness, much of the increase in sales this year 
has come from Powers’ famous rare book 
room at the rear of the department. This de- 
partment was built up over a period of 38 
years by Mr. Wells and is the source of many 
of the books in the private libraries of Twin 
City residents. At the time of our visit Mr. 
Kittleson was in the midst of disposing of 
an English library which he had recently 
bought. He depends to some extent on news- 
paper advertising for promoting the sale of 
these books, but mainly on personal letters. 
He and Miss Foisy both know the tastes 
of their customers so well that they are often 
able to set aside a number of books out of 
each library he buys and be pretty sure that 
most of them will be acceptable to the indi 
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vidual customers to whom they are recom- 
mended. This same technique applies to new 
books as they are published. 

One of the attractive features about the 
Powers book department is that it is com- 
pletely screened off from the rest of the 
store by a row of high shelving on which 
staple stock is carried. Thus there is little of 
the department store atmosphere about it, 
and customers are given the privacy that 
so many book buyers desire. 
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Mr. Kittleson was one of those who testi- 
fied to the growth of interest in reference 
books. Besides the inexpensive titles, he has 
had considerable success with the new Mer- 
riam-Webster Dictionaries and with the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica.

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The Dayton Company’s book department, 
also in Minneapolis, was being measured for 
complete remodeling the day we dropped in. 
It is to be given a good deal more space and 
will be entirely done over in oak panelling. 
Like the famous Marshall Field book depart- 
ment in Chicago, this department is success- 
ful without being on the ground floor of 
the store. It is on the fourth floor and has 
been placed next the women’s lounge and 
across from the tea room, where it attracts 
the attention of many customers who have 
time to browse. 
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Ruth Businger, the assistant buyer, told us 
that Minneapolis was a good city for the sale 
of novels of the soil and for biographies. The 
population of the city is predominantly Scan- 
dinavian and the residents are not the slight- 
est bit interested in sensationalism. This de- 
partment also does a big business in diction- 
aries and reference books and in dollar books 
of all kinds. Globes and atlases also sell well. 


In the center aisle leading to the book 
department we saw a very attractive display 
ot travel books which was at the same time 
novel and simply arranged. The figure of a 
girl in a traveling costume had been set up 
on a platform covered with artificial grass. 
Several traveling bags were placed near her, 
and there was a book in her arm. All around 
the platform was a border of books of all 
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kinds, travel books, novels, biographies and 
guides.

At the L. S. Donaldson Company, also in 
Minneapolis, there was a special display table 
of “Books for the Bride,” including such a 
variety that anyone looking for a gift book 
for a June wedding should have had little 
difficulty in making a choice. This display 
was on a table facing one of the main trans. 
verse aisles of the store where it could be 
easily seen. Among the titles were “The 
Boston Cooking School Cook Book,” “You 
Can Fix It,” “The Settlement Cook Book,” 
“The Savoy Cocktail Book,” “The Blue Book 
of Etiquette,” “Homes of Our Ancestors,”

JouN STEINBECK, author of “Tortilla Flat,” 
(Covici-Friede ), is probably the most reticent 
and modest author in America today, says 
George Joel, who reports that though “Tor- 
tilla Flat” was published on May 28th, it was 
only the other day that Covici-Friede was 
able to induce him to pose for the photo- 
graph shown above, the first picture that has 
been taken of him in 10 years. Covici has 
signed a contract with Mr. Steinbeck and 
will publish all the books that he will write 
between now and 1942. 

It was just as hard for Covici-Friede to get 
information about John Steinbeck as it was 
lu get his picture. Direct requests to the 
author himself brought no response. It was 
not until reviews of the book began to appear 
that Harry Conover, associate editor of Pa- 
cific Weekly, sent in a sketch of Steinbeck. 
From this sketch we learn that he reminds 
one immediately of Robinson Jeffers; tall, 
blue-eyed, slow of speech, indigenous to the 
Monterey Bay country and the Big Sur. He 
has never met Jeffers and hardly dares to 
“because his poetry is perfect to me, and I 
don’t think one should get the man mixed 
up with the work. I have tried hard to get 
myself out of my own books, and | think 
| have just about succeeded now.” Steinbeck 
was born in Florida and lived there until he

was 8 years old when he came West. He 
went to Stanford on and off for 8 years and 
was only happy there when the faculty real 
ized that he wasn’t anxious for a degree 
and wanted to study only what interested 
him. He has been twice to New York where 
he has worked as newspaper reporter, brick- 
layer’s helper, chemist, painter’s apprentice 
and laborer. Now he lives in a tiny frame 
house in Pacific Grove, California, on Mon- 
terey Bay, with his tall, black-haired, soft- 
voiced wife, Carol, who ran away with him 
to be married in Los Angeles five years ago. 
They live on $25 a month and take the strain 
off their budget by fishing in Monterey Bay. 
The reason he doesn’t like publicity and pho 
tographs is that “they do you damage; they 
get in the way of your work.”

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(GEORGE WILLIAM RUSSELL (AE) 


CGrorce W. Russet, Irish poet, economist, 
journalist and painter, better known as AE, 
died on July 17th at the age of 68. As a poet 
he attracted world-wide attention, and as 
an economist he pulled his native Ireland 
out of its ruinously medieval farming 
methods. He was born in Lurgan, County 
Armagh, on April ro, 1867, and when he 
was about six or seven he was brought to 
Dublin where he passed the greater part of 
his life. He was one of the moving spirits 
of the Irish Literary Revival in the ‘go’s 
and was the most prolific contributor to and 
subsequently the editor of a privately printed 
monthly magazine, The Theosophist, pub- 
lished by a group of Dublin’s intelligentsia. 
In order to make it appear that more than 
a handful of persons were writing for the 
magazine, AE contributed under a large 
assortment of noms de plume and, by 
chance, selected two meaningless capital let- 
ters by which he became known throughout 
the world. In 1894, he published his first 
book of poems, “Homeward: Songs by the 
Way,” of which only a few copies were 
printed. Many of these early poems were 
reprinted in his collected works published in 
He was one of the founders of the 
Irish Theatre in 1899 and for a while he 
ran the Abbey Theatre with Yeats, Synge, 
Lady Gregory and other early figures in the 
movement. While poetry was his chief 
concern, he also painted, though he had had 
little training, and in later years some of his 
brush work was successfully exhibited in 
In 1905 he became editor of The 
Homestead, a journal for farmers, and when 
it was merged with The Irish Statesman in 
\y23 he continued as editor until 1930 when 
it folded up, a victim of its own high intel- 
lectual standards. Of George Moore’s ac- 
count of his experiences of the Irish Literary 
Revival in his trilogy, “Hail and Farewell,” 
AE may be called the hero, for he, almost 


alone, is left unscathed by the author’s mor- 
dant irony. Those of his works published in 
the United States include “Collected Poems,” 
“Imaginations and Reveries,” “The National 
Being: Some Thought on an Irish Polity,” 
“The Candle of Vision,” “Voices of the

ANNE DOUGLAS SEDGWICK 


ANNE Dovuctas Sepewick, in private life 
Mrs. Basil de Selincourt, novelist, died in 
England on July 21st at the age of 62. She 
was born in New Jersey of New England 
stock but left this country for England at 
the age of nine and, except for a few visits 
here and two years of her early girlhood 
spent in Ohio, the rest of her life was passed 
in England and France. She studied art in 
Paris for five years, intending to become a 
painter, and it was by accident that she 
turned to writing. She was in the habit of 
telling long continued stories to her sisters. 
One of these stories, which she set down in 
writing, was shown by her father to a pub- 
lisher who accepted it. It was called “The 
Dull Miss Archinard” and was published in 
1898. Then her career as a novelist started 
in earnest, although it was not until the pub- 
lication of “Tante,” her ninth novel, in 1911, 
that she became well known. She was 
elected a member of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters in 1931. Her works 
include: “A Fountain Sealed,” “Franklin 
Winslow Kane,” “A Childhood in Brittany 
Eighty Years Ago,” “The Little French 
Girl,” “The Old Countess,” “Dark Hester,” 
which was presented as a play in London 
in 1931, and “Phillipa.” 


A Tribute 


Wituiam ApamMs Britton came of a people 
whose roots ran deep in the best American 
tradition. He was truly American. I never 
knew anyone with a more real source of 
integrity and what was right. His life was 
not an easy one and in circumstances that 
have tried men’s souls I never knew him to 
waver an iota from what he deemed to be 
right.
